DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The drawings were received on 06 May 2008. These drawings are accepted by the 
examiner. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for Claims 1-2 and 4-16: 
the prior art does not disclose or suggest a gage assembly for measuring a generally cylindrical 
workpiece defining a longitudinal axis, said gage assembly including at least one support 
member defining a support surface, at least one gage block subassembly generally opposing said 
support surface and having a movable contact, said contact being moveable in a direction toward 
said support surface, whereby the workpiece is transversly passed between said support member 
and said gage block subassembly in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance for Claims 17-20: the 
prior art does not disclose or suggest a method of measuring a cylindrical workpiece including 
providing a generally cylindrical workpiece defining a longitudinal axis therethrough, transversly 
moving the workpiece from a start position into a gaging space defined within a gage assembly, 
measuring the workpiece at at least two locations along its length and transversly moving the 
workpiece from the gaging space to an exit position where the workpiece is discharged from the 
gage assembly in combination with the remaining limitations of the claims.
